David, Errol and I had a very productive meeting with Jackie Duffie today. We explained all the 
progress that has been made in the alley - calming things down, cleaning things up. Errol 
presented the trash solution. She is very supportive. 


I am sending along my handwritten notes - because what matters is the schematic of the parking 
lot with 16 spaces (Errol and I went out to count and confirmed this). What is envisioned here is 
this: 

1. When the lease between Kumetz and Aziz comes to an end, she is willing to lease to you. 
She needs to check to see when that will be - but if Aziz is willing to relinquish his lease in 
advance of the expiration date, this could be moved along quicker. That is probably 
something best negotiated between you and Aziz, and once that is confirmed, talk to Jackie. 

2 . At a cost of $100/space per month, as the diagram shows, three would be rented by the 
Trash Collaborative, seven by you (not sure why I put “C” there), and the remaining 6 would 
be available to Jackie’s tenants (“J”). That said, the lease would be $1,000 a month, and the 
Collaborative would pay you for the three spaces needed to access the trash compactor. 


Calming down that parking lot (and removing the incentive to use it for valet parking and/or parties) 
should go a long way to appeasing Dr. Anthony. I had a productive conversation with him 
yesterday, and he can see there is visible progress. Ultimately, when the parking deal is 
consummated, I would recommend Errol and Dan go meet with him. If push comes to shove, and 
if I am still here in Feb, I could help. But, I think we are on a good course. 


The ball is in your hands right now to work on the details of the lease. Good luck!
